FOR STITCHING OF WOUNDS 


Easily Sterilized and Absorbed 
Slowly by Body in Deep Incis- 
ions, Inventor Says. 


WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP).— 
Glass thread that can be drawn 
as fine as silk and spun into fi- 
bers of any thickness promises to 
be among developments in surgery, 
visitors at the Patent Office ses- 
quicentennial celebration were told 
today. 

It is smooth, easy to handle, eas- 
ily sterilized and is absorbed slow- 
ly by the body when used to close 
deep incisions, said Games Slayter 
of Toledo, the inventor. 

Some surgeons have begun using 
the glass fiber. to stitch wounds, 
he said, after making extensive ex- 
periments with animals. 

The spun glass, which is not ir- 
ritating, is being used for making 
fabrics and as insulating material. 
It has been found to have advan- 
tages over many other materials as 
an insulator for electric wires, mo- 
tors and batteries.

WASHINGTON, April 10.—Edsel 
Ford, president of the Ford Motor 
Co., testified today before the Tem- 
porary National Economic Commit- 
tee that during the last six years 
technological changes in the Ford 
organization have increased wages, 
employment and purchase of ma- 
terials per automotive unit pro- 
duced. 

The Ford Co., he related, is at 
present, introducing a new type of 
cylinder liner, designed to lessen 
the amount of oil used and im- 
prove motor operation. As of 
March 1, he continued. the new 
contrivance had destroyed 12 jobs, 
but created 386 new ones, which 
will increase to 500 within 60 days. 
The capital expenditure to equip 
the factory for this part was de 
clared to be $880,000. According to 


the witness, about $36,000,000 was 
spent by his company during 1939 
for new and improved machinery, 
together with necessary buildings. 

Ford admitted that technological 
changes, often requiring much time 
and money, can be-applied most, 
readily by large industries. How- 
ever, he declared that the develop- 
ment of soy beans as a material 
for plastics is an instance of the 
fact that ideas for such changes 
are frequently originated by indi- 
viduals and smiall independent busi- 
nesses. 


From Model T to V-8. 


The witness affirmed that in the 
experience of his company techno- 
logical alterations have increased 
the mumber of workmen and the 
volume of production and wages 
paid. 

“The amount of payroll and pur- 
chases for each Ford model T,” he 
stated, “with about 5000 parts, was 
$454.42 in 1926. The corresponding 
figure for model A in 1929, with 
6000 parts, was $526.84. For model 
V-8 in 1939, with 16,000 parts, it 
was $683.23. 

“With the same average daily 
production of 3276 cars, total hours 
worked amounted to 507,294,000 for 
the three-year period 1937-39, as 
against 448,947,000 hours for the 
corresponding period 1934-36. The 
labor cost per unit increased from 
$119.41 in 1934 to $197.84 in 1939. 


How Costs Are Cut. 


“Machinery begins to create em- 
ployment before it goes into pro- 
duction. Our automatic machine 
and dies for stamping out hub caps 
cost $115,000, which represents 16,- 
428 work days at $7 a day. 

“This machine, doing the work 
of 2160 men, seems at first glance 
to have: eliminated 2159 jobs. But 
the costs of producing a hub cap by 
hand and by machine are respec- 
tively $2.50 and 12 cents. [If this 
practice were followed throughout 
the manufacture of an automobile, 
the expense of making a Ford car 
would exceed $17,000, and not more 
than 50 cars a year would be sold. 
There would be work for only one 
of the 2160 men, and none at all for 
most of the Ford industry’s 125,000 
employes.”

Roosevelt Orders Vessels 
to Stay Out of Archangel, 


White Sea Under Neu- 
trality Act Proclamation. 


WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt barred United 
States shipping today from all the 
waters around the Scandinavian 
Peninsula. 

He signed a proclamation extend- 
ing the Euorpean combat zone, in 
which American vessels are for- 
bidden to operate, from Bergen on 
the west coast of Norway entire- 
ly around the Scandinavian Penin- 
sula to the Russian mainland just 
south of 44 degrees East Longitude 
and 70 degrees North Latitude, 


The newly-added area extends 
for several hundred miles to sea 
along the entire west and north 
coasts of Norway and closes some 
Russian ports to United States ship- 
ping also. 

The zone extends around the 
Kola Peninsula of Russia and thus’ 
prevents United States vessels from 
going into the White Sea or from 
visiting the Russian ports of Arch- 
angel and Murmansk. 


Extent of Barred Zones. 


As extended by the tion, 
the combat zone—designation of 
which was -authorized by the Neu- 
trality Act—thus shuts American 
shipping out of all waters adjoin- 
ing the ‘northern coast of France, 
the British Isles, the North Sea and 
the entire Scandinavian Peninsula. 
Shipping is not forbidden to Por- 
tugal, Spain, the Mediterranean 
Sea or those Russian ports beyond 
the limits of the extended zone. 
The proclamation did not involve 
application of the Neutrality 
Law’s cash-and-carry provisions to 
the countries of Norway and Den- 
mark, an action which had been 
expected in many quarters as a 
result of the German invasion of 
those countires. It was believed, 
however, that at the time of the 
combat-zone proclamation the State 
Department still was seeking more 
information on the fast-changing 
status of the two nations. 


Exceptions for Evacuation. 


An exception to the prohibition 
against American vessels going into 
the war zone may be made by the 
President when voyages are neces- 
sary to bring American citizens out 
of danger areas. The State Depart- 
ment has -worked out plans for 
removing nationals from Norway 
and Denmark if and when that be- 
comes necessary. 

The combat-zone proclamation 
forbids American ships to enter the 
area under penalty of $50,000 fine 
or five years imprisonment or both. 
American citizens are forbidden to 
travel on ships in the area under 
penalty of a fine of $10,000 and im- 
prisonment of not more than two 
years or both.

Foreign Secretary Halifax 
Asserts Britain and 
France Are Determined 
to End Invasions of ‘De- 
fenseless’ Nations.

LONDON, April 10 (AP).— For- 
eign Secretary Lord Halifax as- 
gerted today that the Allies would 
fight for “defenseless Norway” re- 
gardless of any Norwegian negotia- 


tions with Germany, which would 
be regarded as taken “under du- 
ress.” 

Halifax said he did not know 
whether the report that Norway 
was ready to negotiate with Ger- 
many was well founded, but he 
added that in any event the Allies 
would continue to fight for Nor- 
way. 

He was addressing a luncheon 
of the National Defense Public In- 
terest Committee attended by near- 
ly all foreign Ambassadors’ to 
Britain and by Admiral Sir Dud 
ley Pound, First Sea Lord; the 
Earl of Athlone, new Governor- 
General of Canada, and Air Chief 
Marshal Sir Cyril Newall. 

On the question of Russia, Halli- 
fax said: “The future of our rela- 
tions with Russia must depend 
more than anything else upon the 
Gegree of effective help that she 
may for whatever reason wish to 
give to Germany.” 

Referring to the report Norway 
was ready to negotiate with Ger- 
many, Halifax asserted: 

“It would in no way whatever 
affect our determination to resist 
on behalf of a powerless Norway 
both the effect for Norway of this 
brutal exhibition of violence and 
for ourselves an extension of Ger- 
man strategic power on the North 
Sea and the Atlantic, which it 
would be impossible for this coun- 
try to accept.” 

“You can take it from me that 
the British navy is not idle and 
the fullest information that is pos- 
sible and is consistent with the 
public interest will be given and I 
understand that the first Lord of 
the Admiralty (Winston Churchill) 
intends to make a full statement 
in Parliament tomorrow. 

“We cannot exactly judge what 
| may have been the German motive 
in thus opening the war in Scan- 
dinavia. It may well be the result 
of some internal weakness in Ger- 
many of which we are not per- 
haps wholly aware. But this I 
think I can say with certainty, that 
it is not likely to be an unmixed 
advantage to Germany.” 

The war machine of Britain and 
France, said Halifax, “in my judg- 
ment must in the end prove ir- 
resistible.” 

Denounces Germany as Bully. 

“The fact that the more defense- 
less of Germany's neighbors has 
been chosen for this aggression is 
quite in keeping with the conven- 
tional behavior of a bully who pre- 
fers to choose as objects of his 
attacks those who are not suffic 
jiently powerful to defend them- 
selves,” he continued. 

He said that Britain or France 
“at any moment in the last six 
months” could have occupied any 
port in Norway. 

“This kind of thing is liable to 
happen if neutral states are not 
prepared to ask in time for help. 
They have often asked for it when 
it is all too late to render it ef- 
fective.” 

Halifax said that Denmark had 
accepted a non-aggression - pact 
with Germany to be “valid for 10 
years and it was made not quite 
10 months ago.” He said Norway 
had been careful to give Germany 
no cause for offense. 

“It is therefore clear that neither 
non-aggression pacts nor the ab- 
sence of provocation is of the least 
avail against German policy,” he 
continued.

Air Raid on Bergen. 

In addition to the Narvik battle, 
the British conducted an air raid 
at dusk yesterday on German ves- 
sels lying in the harbor at Bergen, 
Norway. They reported a German 
cruiser of the Koln class suffered 
a direct hit and that there prob- 
ably was damage to others. 

The communique said: 

“German warships lying off Ber- 
gen were attacked and bombed 
yesterday evening by the Royal 
Air Force bombing command. 
“One large cruiser was hit by 
a heavy bomb and other warships 
were believed damaged. 

“The attack was made by relays 
of aircraft in quick succession and 
was delivered by a strong force of 
long range bombers in the face of 
intense anti-aircraft fire from the 
warships. 

“A series of level bombing at- 
tacks was made by aircraft flying 
in sections in line astern, the prin- 
cipal targets being two large cruis- 
ers and two dtstroyers iying at 
anchor in Bergen roadstead. 

“In the failing light accurate, ob- 
servation of results was difficult, 
but one heavy bomb was seen to 
register a direct hit on the after 
part of a large cruiser of the Koln 
class. Other warships are believed 
to have been damaged.

Three in Koln Class. 

The Koln class of German 
cruisers consisted of three ships: 
the Konigsberg, the Karlsruhe and 
the Koln, each of 6000 tons dis- 
placement and carrying a com ple- 
ment of 571 men. German reports 
said the Karlsruhe had been sunk 
at Kristiansand, Southern Norway, 
so the British claim seemingly re- 
ferred to either the Konigsberg or 
the Koln.

“It is asserted that the pilot 
counted every one of a number 
of German craft at the field. The 
town appeared asleep, and only as 
he returned was the alarm given.

NAZI REPORT ON OPERATIONS

Communique Admits Troops Met With Some |

BERLIN, April 10 (AP).—A Ger- 
man high command communique 
today recapitulated yesterday’s oc- 
cupation of Denmark and Norway.

Here, Bound for Mexico 


Lost Most of Possessions in Flight—Many 
Spent Year or More in French 
Concentration Camps. 


Another group of Spanish Re- 
publican refugees passed through 
St. Louis yesterday on their way 
to make new homes in Mexico as 
an aftermath of the civil strife 


in Spain. 

There were 80 men, women and 
children in the contingent, rang- 
ing from babies in arms to white- 
haired grandfathers. They fled 
from their homes in the northern

most of their possessions behind 
them, Cesareo Aguirre, a former 
Basque shipowner, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter at Union 
Station. He was the only one of 
the refugees able to speak English. 
They arrived in New York Mon- 
day on a French steamship after 
a 10-day voyage across the Atlantic, 
being convoyed during the first 
part of the trip by French destroy- 
ers, and sailing without lights at 
night for most of the crossing, to 
escape detection by submarines or 
raiders. 

“We are happier now to be here,” 
Aguirre said. “At least we feel 
safe” he added, indicating the 
rows of smiling faces in the rail- 
road car. “But we are still sad 
at remembering we have had to 
leave our country and our homes 
where the families of these peo- 
ple have lived for generations. You 
know we don’t move so much like 
you Americans. The family home 
is an old treasure. We are con- 
fused by you. You run here and 


there. Everyone seems to be do- 
ing something important for him- 
self, and not seeming to know there 
is much trouble in Europe.” 


He said that most of the men in 
the group were trades people, for- 
mer owners of farms or cattle, 
and some Government employes. 
They Kad no plans concerning just 
what to do for a living in Mexico, 
but hoped they would be taken 
care of by friendly organizations 
and be able to resume their former 
occupations. 


Many of the group had spent a) 
year or more in French concentra- 
tion camps, where the food was 
not always to their liking. “It was 
not knowing what would become 
of us, when we ever would have 
homes and country again that 
made us afraid and sick,” Aguirra 
said. “Now we feel we will get 
back to living afain.” 


Traveling with the group, but not 
as a refugee, was Sabino Aguirre, 
Basque soccer player, who is going 
to Mexico as a coach of Mexican 
soccer clubs. He is not related to 
Cesareo Aguirre. Among the refu- 
gees also were two young men who 
were trained airplane pilots. 


- The refugees arrived at Union 
Station in two special cars of a 
New York train of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad. They marched in a 
long file at the station carrying 
their baggage to a Frisco train that 
left for San Antonio. There they 
will transfer to another train and 
cross the border at Laredo.

PLEAS TO RULE OU 
~SKINDICTVENTS 


Dismissal of Motions to 
Bar Trial Also Affects 
William Molasky of St. 
Louis. 


CHICAGO, April 10 (AP).—Unit- 
ed States District Judge James H. 
Wilkerson dismissed today all the 
defense motions by which counsel 
for Moe L. Annenberg and his as- 
sociates had sought to attack six 
indictments alleging violations of 
the income tax and conspiracy laws. 

The Court still has under advise- 
ment demurrers and other motions 
applying to two indictments charg- 
ing violation of the lottery laws, 
one charging an attempt to influ- 
ence a grand jury witness to com- 
mit perjury and one charging mak- 
ing of false statements. 

The court’s decision came after 
a brief session today, following 


three days of arguments last week. 

The demurrers and also pleas in 
which the defense sought protec- 
tion from prosecution under the 
statutes of limitations and im- 
munity provisions for defendants 
who testified before grand juries 
were ruled out when Judge Wilker- 
son said “The motions of the Unit- 
ed States to dismiss are sustained.” 

The Court then set April 23 as the 
date for arraignment and plea by 
the defendants, 

There were 48 defense pleadings 
submitted in all since last summer, 
when Federal grand juries returned 
10 indictments naming 20 individu- 
als and five companies. 

Judge Wilkerson made his rul- 
ings on a blanket indictment which 
charged Annenberg, wealthy Phila- 
delphia publisher, and 12 others 
with conspiracy to evade payment 
of $5,548,384 in income tax, penal- 
ties and interest for 1932 to 1936. 
The defense arguments, likewise, 
were centered on that indictment. 

He added: “The language of the 
first five counts does not permit the 
construction that the defendants, 
other than M. L. Annenberg, are 
charged as accessories after the 
fact—these defendants are ail 
charged as principals.” The Court 
held the attack on the conspiracy 
wet was “equally without founda- 
tion.”

River-Front Problem. 

Regarding the mver-front track 
removal question, Watson said he 
had written several letters to Frank 
C. Wright of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, and to John 
L. Nagle of the National Park 
Service, as to the removal and re- 
location of the tracks, but that he 
has not been notified whether the 
plan proposed by the Terminal, or 
any other plan, is acceptable. 

Watson said he believed the May- 
or and his cabinet were in accord 
with his plan. Tne pian, though 
not outlined in his letter, is for 
depressed or surface tracks along 
the Levee, separeted from the park 
tract by a stone wall. 

“This plan,” Watson wrote, “not 
only protects the city's interests in 
preserving essential railroad trans- 
portation facilities between North 
St. Louis and South St. Louis, and 
both with Mill Creek Valley, but in 
addition makes possible elimina- 
tion of five existing grade cross- 
ings of important downtown streets 
with the present Missouri Pacific 
track in Poplar street, through the 
medium of grade separations. You 
and I are in agreement, I believe, 
that this would be of inestimable 
value to the City of St. Louis. 

Cost of. Making Change. 

“We have been under the im- 
pression that, as a result of an 
understanding reached in confer- 
ence with Mr. Wright in Washing- 
ton on Jan, 4, he not only was 
willing to recommend our plan to 
the Secretary of the Interior, but 
would, in addition, recommend that 
the United States participate in the 
very substantial sum of $800,000 
toward the cost of producing this 
changed situation, provided the 
City of St. Louis would contribute 
the sum of $400,000 toward this 
same cost, and that the Terminal 
or the railroad interests would as- 
sume the balance of this cost. 

“In subsequent conversations 
with Mr. Wright, he stated to me, 
and properly so, that he must have 
positive assurance that the estimat- 
ed cost of $1,500,000 to carry this 
plan to completion was an accurate 
estimate, and that this expenditure 
would be necessary to complete the 
plan in question. I believe I have 
supplied Mr. Wright sufficient evi- 
dence to convince him that our 
estimate is reasonably accurate 
and not excessive.

ICELAND'S PARLIAMENT TAKES 
OVER POWERS OF THE CROWN 


Assumes Control as Result of Nazi 
Invasion of Denmark, Whose 
King Is Its Sovereign. 

REYKJAVIK, Iceland, April 10 


(AP).—The Iceland Parliament, 
oldest in the world, today took full 
control of this Northern nation’s 
foreign affairs, in view of the Ger- 
man occupation of Denmark, to 


which Iceland is linked by the Dan- 
ish crown. 

A resolution adopted unanimous- 
ly said the situation created by the 
German invasion of Denmark made 
it impossible for King Christian X 
monarch of both Iceland and Den- 
mark, to exercise his royal powers. 
“The Icelandic Parliament declares 
that the Ministry of Iceland until 
further notice is entrusted with the 
conduct of said powers,” the reso- 
lution declared.

‘SHIPS IN NORWAY 


Airplane-Warship Battle at 
Bergen Causes Concern 
—Two Vessels There, 
One at Trondheim. 


NEW YORK, April 10 (AP). — 
Operators of three American ships 


caught in Norwegian ports by the 
German invasion expressed grave 
concern for the safety of the crews 
today following British reports that 
planes had wage‘ a furious battle 
with German warships in Bergen 
harbor. 

Two American ships, the 7194-ton 
Fiying Fish and the Charles R. 
McCormick, 6027 tons, were in 
Bergen when waves of _ British 
planes bombed German warcraft 
amid intense anti-aircraft fire. 

The Flying Fish had a crew of 
42 under command of Capt. W. W. 
Wollaston of Denver, Colo. and 
the Charles R. McCormick had a 
crew of 33. 

Commander Robert C. Lee, exec- 
utive vice-president of the Moore- 
McCormack line, operators of the 
Flying Fish, said he had an uncon- 
firmed report that the British had 
erdered merchant ships to leave the 
harbor before the attack but that 
the Germans refused to let them 


go. 

Lee said all efforts to get in con- 
tact with the Flying Fish and an- 
other company ship, the Mormac- 
gea, 4955 tons, which is at Trond- 
heim with a crew of 38, had failed. 

He said the State Department 
was co-operating but had been un- 
able to penetrate the bar on com- 
munications. An effort to reach 
the Flying Fish by telephone via 
Stockholm failed, he said. 

Two other American ships on 
their way to Norway received or- 
ders and counterorders yesterday 
which indicated their operator ex- 
pected to add Norway to its list of 
countries circumscribed under the 
Neutrality Act. 

The vessels are the 4941-ton Mor- 
macstar and the 4951-ton Mormac- 
tide of the h-oore-McCormack Line. 

When the first news of the new 
war developments was _ received 
here, the line ordered the ships to 
proceed slowly on their course. Last 
night, both vessels were directed to 
turn around and steam slowly back 
toward New York. 


MOVE IN TURKEY TO LINE UP 
~ BALKAN ENTENTE WITH ALLIES 


Istanbul Government Officials Say 
Nazi Invasion Shows Small Na- 
tions Can’t Be Neutral. 

ISTANBUL, Turkey, April 10 
(AP).—Turkish officials said today 
that there was a movement in Tur- 
kish Government circles in favor 
of calling a conference of the 
Balkan Entente in which an effort 
would be made to line up Rumania, 
Greece and Yugoslavia on the side 
of the Allies, These three, with 
Turkey, make up the entente. 

The officials said that Germany’s 
invasion of Scandinavia demon- 
strated the futility of small nations 
trying to be neutral and justified 
Turkey's position as “not neutral 
but merely non-belligerent.” 

Turkey has mutual assistance 
pacts with Britain and France. 


Driver Drowned in Crash at Bridge. 
HAYTI, Mo. April 10 (AP).—R. 
E. Liles, 30 years old, of Hayti, was 
drowned yesterday when a trailer 
truck he was driving crashed 
through a bridge and overturned in 
six feet of water in a ditch on Black 
Island, four miles from here. A 
passing motorist dived into the wa- 
ter and pulled Liles from the sub- 
merged car, but he was dead.

Oslo by Maj. Vikdun Quisling, Nor- 
wegian Nazi leader, had the na- 
tional authority. This question pre- 
sumably was taken up at the El- 
verum conference. 

Asked what had become of 
French and English diplomats in 
Norway and Denmark, authorized 
sources gave the opinion that those 
in Copenhagen at present were un- 
der a sort of “house arrest,” while 
those in Norway, who had gone to 
Hamar with the Nygaardsvold Gov- 
ernment, “presumably were moving 
on.” It was intimated they were 
trying to reach the Swedish border. 

As to the time when German 
armed forces moved northward, it 
was indirectly admitted that this 
occurred before yesterday, when the 
actual operations began. 

Authorized sources said that they 
naturally had advance knowledge of 
the British minelaying in Norwe- 
gian waters on Monday, and that 
they “had taken measures to fore- 
stall them.” 

Cities Claimed by’ Nazis. 

A high command communique 
showed that the Norwegians fought 
bitterly against the Germans, but 
claimed despite this opposition the 
occupation of Narvik, Trondheim, 
Bergen, Stavanger, Egersund, Kris- 
tiansand, Arendal and Oslo. These 
cities, “among others, are firmly in 
German hands,” said the commu- 
nique. 

It was insisted here that German 
action to “protect the neutrality 
of the Northern states” was fin- 
ished, and it was stated flatly that 
no steps in relation to Sweden were 
contemplated. 

The Scandinavian states were 
pronounced by one commentator to 
be “100 per cent secure against the 
Western Powers’ desire to involve 
them in war.” 

“Norway and Denmark,” this 
source said, “may now be positive 
that the danger of war is over for 
them, and they may also be sure 
they have nothing to fear from Ger- 
many.” 

Germans said the military occu- 
pation of strategic points in Nor- 
Way was so general and so thor- 
ough that the British-French Allies 
under no conceivable circumstances 
could now obtain a foothold in 
Scandinavia. 

At the same time they denied that 
Germany had occupied Iceland, 
which is united with Denmark un- 
der the Danish crown, or Greenland, 
a Danish possession, which might 
have brought the war closer to the 
American continent. 

“Germany hasn’t the remotest in- 
terest in either Iceland or Green- 
land, and they are militarily of no 
significance in Germany’s fight for 
existence,” it was stated. “These 
lands remain completely under the 
jurisdiction of Denmark.” 

It was explained that Germany 
does not intend to interfere with 
Norway’s internal affairs, but it 
must know with whom it can deal 
as the responsible head of the Gov- 
ernment.

NORWAY’S OIL TANKER FLEET 
IS THIRD LARGEST IN WORLD 


TULSA, Ok.; April 10 (AP), — 
Getmany’s thrust into Scandinavia 
has brought it to possible control 
of the third largest fleet of oil 
tankers in the world. 

Norway, with North Sea routes 
to Latin America’s oil supplies, has 
262 tankers in its registry, with a 
total tonnage of 2,957,000. This is 
exceeded only by Great Britain-and 
the United States. 

It is possible, however, that Scan- 
dinavian ships may transfer to 
Panama registry. 

England has been obtaining 
much of its oil imports from Vene- 
zuela, by way of the Dutch West 
Indies, and it is a question whether 
such a source would be open to the 
Nazis.

SAYS NATION WAS 
SAVED FROM WAR 


Stauning Addresses Parlia- 
ment as People Quietly 
Accept Presence of Ger- 
man Troops. 


COPENHAGEN (By way of Ber- 
lin), April 10 
awoke this morning to its second 
day under German military control 


with so complete a show of normal 
life that the presence of Nazi bomb- 
ing planes over the city yesterday 
seemed almost like a dream. 


Morning papers were devoted en- 
tirely to publication of proclama- 
tions and Berlin dispatches. 

It became increasingly obvious 
that the efficiency with which the 
German invasion was executed, 
coupled with quiet acceptance of 
the situation by the Danish public, 
has permitted the changeover here 
to occur With hardly more than a 
stir in ordinary existence. 

In an address to the Danish Par- 
liament last night Premier Thovald 
Stauning declared Denmark had 
accepted the situation in order “to 
save the land and the people from 
the consequences of war.” 

He said Denmark had agreed 
“under assurances that Germany 
has no intention in any way to dis- 
turb the country’s territorial integ- 
rity and political self-sufficiency.” 

“Saved the Country.” 

“The present Government,” the 
Premier went on, “has responsibil- 
ity for what has happened, but we 
believe that we have conducted 
ourselves with an honest, under- 
standing that we have saved the 
country from a much heavier fate.” 

He announced that to make the 
Government more fully representa- 
tive of public opinion an all-party 
cabinet had been formed with three 
new members from the Leftist par- 
ties and three from the Conserva- 
tives. 

Apparently, there is general ac- 
ceptance by the public that the

The 10,000-ton Bluecher was said 
to have been damaged by Norwe- 
vian coastal batteries in Oslo Fjord 
and then to have run into a mine 
barrier. 

The Karlsruhe, 6000 tons, sank 
at Kristiansand, southern Norway, 
after disembarking troops. 

Most of the crews of both ships 
were said to have been rescued. 

An army communique reporting 
successful air raids yesterday on 
Allied naval vessels said hits had 
been scored on four battleships, 
two battle cruisers, three heavy 
cruisers, and two transports. 

The extent of warfare in the 
North remained unclear, however, 
for the high command communique 
said “operations at sea still are 
under way.” 

“Only after completion of these 
actions will we be able to give a 
full account of the losses and 
damage inflicted by the German 
navy upon the English and French 
naval forces.” 

Biluecher Hits Mines. 

“Several explosions” shook the 
Bluecher before it sank after run- 
ning into the Norwegian mine bar- 
rier. The Germans said they had 
silenced the heaviest Norwegian 
coastal batteries but not until the 
Bluecher “suffered severe damage.” 
The mines finished it. 

The Bluecher, a heavy cruiser, 
was completed only last August. It 
had eight 8inch guns, 24 anti-air- 
craft cannon, 12 torpedo tubes and 
three airplanes. The number of its 
crew was a naval secret. 

The Karlsruhe, built in 1927, had 
a normal complement of 571 men. 
Armed with nine 5.9-inch guns, 14 
anti-aircraft guns and 12 torpedo 
tubes, it carried two planes. 

“British naval forces and trans- 
ports” which the Germans said had 
been commissioned to land troops 
in Norway following Monday’s 
minelaying “were attacked and de- 
cisively defeated” by German bomb- 
ing planes yesterday afternoon, the 
German communique said. 

“Hit in particular,” said the com- 
munique, “were: Four battleships 
by either two or three bombs, two 
battle cruisers by one bomb each, 
two heavy cruisers with two and 
one bombs respectively, ane cruiser 
was set afire by a bomb hit and 
two transports were struck by one 
bomb each.”

NLRB REVERSED ON DETAIL 
BUT FINDINGS ARE UPHELD 


Court Rules It Can’t Require Post- 
ing “Cease and Desist” Prom- 
ise by Employer. 

RICHMOND, Va., April 10 (AP). 
—The United States Fourth Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals today ruled 
against the practice of the National 
Labor Relations Board in requiring 
the posting of “cease and desist” 
promises. 

The court upheld the NLRB in 
| its order finding that the Hartsell 
| Mills Co. of Concord, N. C., refused 
to bargain collectively with a labor 
union representing its employes, 
and was guilty of anti-union dis- 
crimination in the discharge of an 
employe. However, it modified the 
“cease and desist” clause of the or- 
der. 

The court said: “We cannot be- 
lieve that it was the intention of 
Congress to countenance an admin- 
istrative order, the effect of which 
is to require from one who denies 
that he has violated the iaw, a con- 
fession that he has violated it.” 


INDEPENDENT UNION, PLEDGING 
NO STRIKES, SIGNS PAY PACT 


Pittsburgh Labor Organization 
Which Beat CIO Reaches Agree- 
ment With Firm. 

PITTSBURGH, April 10 (AP).— 
Setting a precedent in labor history, 
an independent union of workers, 
pledging not to engage in any 
strike, last night signed a wage- 
scale agreement to run nearly three 
years. 

Covered in the pact are the 64 
production employes of the Lawson 
Manufacturing Co.’s Homewood 
plant, where water, wall and floor 
heaters are produced. 

The union, Pittsburgh Chapter 
No. 2, Defenders of America, three 
weeks ago won a National Labor 
Relations Board election against 
the CIO Steel Workers’ Organizing 
Committee.

Witty British’ Stage and 
Screen Player, Who

France. 


LONDON, April 10 (AP). — The 
death of Mrs. Patrick Campbell, 
noted actress of the stage and 
screen, at Pau, France, was an- 
nounced today. The British-born 
actress was 75 years old. 

Mrs. Campbell, almost as equal- 
ly celebrated as a wit as she was 
as an actress, made her profes- 
sional stage debut in 1888. She ap- 
peared around the world in some 
of the theater’s greatest roles. 

She toured the United States 
several times and in 1934 went to 
Hollywood where she made several 
movies.

When Mrs. Campbell came to the 
United States in 1901 to play her 
repertory, her American producer, 
George C. Tyler, said, “She was 
the first temperamental actress 
I've ever run into and her long 
suit was in making strong impres- 
sions on people.” 

“She had 100-proof tempera- 
ment,” he said, “but it was so inter- 
woven with a sense of humor and 
charm that you laughed at instead 
of trying to strangle her.”

The State Department, in a note|proposed some two years ago an 


made public last night, told Mexi- 
co that expropriation of American 
properties without compensation 
was “wholly unjustifiable under any 
principle of equity or international 
law” and was “a matter of grave 
concern to this Government.” 

The communication, which pro 
posed arbitration of the dispute 
over expropriated oil properties, 
was handed to Mexican Ambassa- 
dor Francisco Castillo Najera by 
Secretary of State Hull last week. 
It warned the Mexican Government 
that the long-standing difficulties 
between the two countries “must of 
necessity be adjusted” unless their 
relations are to suffer. 

Text of Note. 

The text of the Hull note follows: 

Excellency: During the course of 
the past years there have arisen 
between the Government of the 
United States and the Govern- 
ment of Mexico many questions for 
which no friendly and fair solu- 
tion, satisfactory to both Govern- 
ments, has been found. Certain of 
these ~problems are of outstanding 
importance and their equitable so- 
lution would redound to the imme- 
diate benefit of the peoples of both 
of our countries. 

Animated by the desire to find 
such an adjustment of all these

immediate and comprehensive 
study by representatives of the 
Government of the United States 
and of the Government of Mexico, 
for the purpose of preparing the 
way for an expeditious. settlement 
of these controversial questions, 
the just solution of which would 
undoubtedly do much to cement 
the friendly relations between our 
neighboring peoples. 

At that very moment the Gov- 
ernment of Mexico by an execu- 
tive decree expropriated large hold- 
ings of oil properties, amounting 
in value to many millions of dol- 
lars and belonging to American 
nationals, for which no payment 
has been made and for which there 
is no present prospect of payment. 
At various times the Government 
of Mexico has indicated its ability 
and readiness. to pay. But the fact 
remains that no payments have 
been made. 

Right of Expropriation. 

The Government of the United 
States readily recognizes the right 
of a sovereign state to expropriate 
property for public purposes, This 
view has been stated in a number 
of communications addressed to 
your Government. during the past 
two years and in conversations 
had with you during that same 
period regarding the expropriation 
by your Government of property 
belonging to American nationals. 
On each occasion, however, it has 
been stated with equal emphasis

ment. 

In my note to you dated July 21, 
1938, I stated that the whole struc- 
ture of friendly intercourse, of in- 
ternational trade and commerce,

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upon respect on the part of govern- 
ments and of peoples for each oth- 
er’s rights under international law. 
I stated that the right of prompt 
and just compensation for expro- 
priated property was a part of this 
structure; that it was a principle to 
which the'Government of the Unit- 
ed States and most governments 
of the world have emphatically sub- 
scribed, and which they have prac- 
ticed and which must be main- 
tained. The Government of Mexico 
has professed support of this prin- 
ciple of law. 


Principle Not Followed. 

The Government of Mexico has, 
however, unfortunately, not carried 
this principle into practice. 

Because of its conviction that un- 
til this fundamental question he 
solved in accordance with the rec- 
ognized principles of equity and of 
international law, there could not 
exist an appropriate or favorable 
opportunity for the solution of all 
of the other questions pending be- 
tween the two Governments, and 
which my Government had been 
most desirous of adjusting, the 
Government of the United States 
has been prevented from proceed- 
ing with the negotiations which it 
had initiated. 

On March 16, 1940, you were 
good enough to hand to me an in- 
formal memorandum pursuant to 
our earlier discussions of the dif- 
ficulties arising out of the expre- 
priation by your Government of the 
oil properties belonging to Amer- 
ican nationals. Without undertak- 
ing to pass in any way upon the 
memorandum as a whole, it is im- 
portant to have a clarification of

As above stated, in the opinion

States the legality of an expropria- 
tion is contingent upon adequate, 
effective and prompt compensa- 
tion. 

The difference between our two 
Governments with respect to this 
principle lies in the fact that the 
Government of Mexico has assumed 
and continues to assume to exer- 
cise a right without compliance 
with the condition necessary to 
give such exercise a recognizable 
status of legality. 

Expropriation of property by the 
Mexican Government has been tak- 
ing place on a large scale since 
1915 under the so-called agrarian 
program, While there are now un- 
der way efforts looking to a set- 
tlement of agrarian claims arising 
since Aug. 30, 1927, the large num- 
ber of such claims which arose 
prior to that date and which were 
filed with the General Claims Com-

It is.also stated in your memo- 
randum of March 16 that “since the 
governments of Mexico and of.the 
United States have not expressed 
their respective poinits of view as 
to what should constitute a prompt, 
equitable and adequate indemnity 
to compensate the American oil 
companies ... it would be prema- 
ture. to propose the possibility of 
arbitration,” and that the Mexican 
Government feels that “in order to 
determine the amount of the in- 
demnity, the decision of the Mex- 
ican courts should be awaited.” 

It is difficult to imagine in what 
way this Government could have 
made plainer its point of view as 
to the compensation owing the 
American petroleum companies, 
Our records show that the obliga- 
tion of the Mexican Government 
to make compensation has been 
kept before the Mexican Govern- 
ment constantly since the taking 
of the property. No stone has been 
left unturned by this Government 
to bring. about a. satisfactory ar- 
rangement for compensation. More- 
over, the statement of your Gov- 
ernment is not, in the nature of 
things an adequate answer to the 
suggestion that arbitration would 
be an appropriate method of set- 
tling the differences between our 
two countries; nor is the state- 
ment that the decision of the 
Mexican courts should be awaited 
by any means reassuring. 

Rejects Good Offices Proposal. 

You further indicate in your 
memorandum that your Govern- 


]}ment would. be. disposed to accept 
the good offices of my Govern- 
ment in order to discuss with the 
companies the question of compen- 
sation, or, in the alternative, to 
join with the United States in the 
designation of one or more. ex- 
perts to “present and discuss their 
points of view regarding the calcu- 
lation of the value.of the expropri- 
ated properties and regarding the 
form and guarantee of payment 
of the indemnity.” 

My Government has already used 
its good offices in the promotion 
of discussions between the Ameri- 
can companies and the Mexican 
Government, and those discussions, 
as stated. in your memorandum, 
came to naught. I am therefore 
unable to perceive that there would 
be any. purpose in reverting to a 
procedure that has already r-sult- 
ed in a complete failure, nor do 
I perceive how the designation of 
experts for the purposes stated in 
the memorandum would promote 
a satisfactory solution of the prob- 
lem. The designation of experts 
merely to “discuss their points of 
view” and without authority to-re- 
ceive and consider evidence sys- 
tematically prepared and present- 
ed, to hear arguments pro and 
contra, and to render decisions of 
a final and binding character would 
lmerely postpone an effective solu- 
tion which has already been too 
long delayed. 

25 Years of Losses. 

During the last 25 years, one 
American interest in Mexico after 
another has suffered at the hands 
of the Mexican Government. It is 
recognized that the Mexican Gov- 
ernment is making payments on 
the special claims which have to 
do solely with damages caused by 
revolutionary disturbances between 
1910 and 1920, and has started pay- 


ments for farm lands expropriated, 
since Aug. 30, 1927. 

But the Mexican Government 
has made no compensation for the 
large number of general claims of 
long standing which include an ex- 
tensive group of claims for the ex- 
propriation of farm lands prior 
to Aug. 30, 1927. It has made no 
adjustment either of the foreign 
debt or of the railroad debt, both 
long in default and in both of 
which American citizens hold im- 
portant investments. 

Moreover, the question of the 
railroad debt was further compli- 
cated by the expropriation of the 
Mexican National Railways on 
June 23, 1937. Finally, on March 
18, 1938, the Mexican Government 
took over American-owned petro- 
leum property to the value of many 
millions of dollars, and although 
two years have elapsed, not one 
cent of compensation has been 
paid. 

Unjustifiable Treatment. 

This treatment of American citi- 
zens, wholly unjustifiable under 
any principle of equity or inter- 
national law, is a matter of grave 
concern to this Government. These 
long-standing matters must of ne- 
cessity be adjusted if the relations 
between our two countries are to 
be conducted on a sound and mu- 
tually co-operative basis of. re- 
spect and helpfulness, 

As an important step toward 
placing relations between the two 
countries on this basis, I suggest 
resorting to the appropriate, fair 
and honorabe procedure of arbi- 
tration. Accordingly, I suggest that 
the two governments agree (1) to 
submit to impartial arbitration all 
the questions involved in the oil 
controversy and to clothe a tri- 
bunal with authority, not only to 


determine the amount to be paid 


to American nationals who have 
been deprived of their properties, 
but also the means by which its 
decision shall be executed to make 
certain that adequate and effec 
tive compensation shall promptly 
be paid, and (2) eitther to submit 
to an umpire, as contemplated by 
the genera] claims protocol of 19%, 
the unadjudicated. claims falling 


proceed immediately to the nego- 
tiation of an en bloc settlement in 
accordance with that protocol, 

There exists at this time a com- 
plete solidarity on the part of all 
the American republics in uphold- 
ing the principle that internation- 
al differences of a justifiable char- 
acter, which it has not been found 
possible to adjust by diplomacy, 
shall be submitted to arbitration. 
I think that the questions here in- 
volved fall within this category.

Democratic voters in St. Clair 
County outnumbered Republicans 
three-to-one in late, incomplete re- 
turns from the [Illinois primary 
elections yesterday. In 130 of the 
county’s 179 precincts, 32,013 Demo- 
cratic ballots were cast, as com- 
pared with 11,874 Republicans. The 
county voted two-to-one Democrat- 
fic in the 1936 primaries. 


In the preferential primary, Pres- 
ident Roosevelt led Vice-President 
Garner by an eight-to-one vote, the 
results being 24,674 for Roosevelt 
to 2905 for Garner. Thomas E. 
Dewey, unopposed on the Repub- 
lican ballot, received 8558 out of the 
11,874 votes cast. 

Harry B. Hershey, candidate for 
the Democratic candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for Gov- 
ernor, lead his opponent, Lieut.- 
Gov. John Stelle, by a modest 
margin. Hershey, who had the sup- 
port of Gov. Henry Horner and 
the Kelly-Nash machine of Chica- 
g0, polled 14,010 votes to 12,997 for 
Stelle, who was supported by in- 
surgent Democrats. 

Hershey’s teammate, Senator 
James M. Slattery, candidate for 
the nomination as United States 
Senator, lead his opponent, Benja- 
min S. Adamowski by a substan- 
tial majority, the vote being 12,- 
270 to 9923. The third principal 
member of the Hershey slate, 


John C, Martin, seeking the post), 


of State Auditor of Public Ac- 
counts, was trailing his Stelle-sup- 
ported opponent, Edward J. Bar- 
rett. The vote was 11,621 for Bar- 
rett and 9973 for Martin. 
Schaefer Far Ahead. 

Congressman Edwin M. Schaefer, 
who had machine support, was ap- 
parently renominated on the Demo- 
cratic ballot. He polled a total of 
22,066 votes in returns from 165 out 
of 281 populous precincts in St. 
Clair and Madison counties. His 
three opponents, who staged a slap- 
stick campaign to defeat him, 
trailed far, far behind. A. L. Bedei, 
former Federal beer barrel inspec- 
tor, got 2113 votes; George E. 
Hary, who wound up his campaign 
with a non-stop speech, 2360 votes, 
and Henry Frees, former vaudeville 
acrobat, 2627. 
Returns from the rest of the pre- 
incts in St: Clair and Madison 
counties, and from rural Bond, 
Washington and Monroe counties— 
which comprise the Twenty-second 
Illinois District—cannot change the 
proportions of the returns much. 

In the Republican race for Con- 
gressman, State Representative 
Calvin D. Johnson of Belleville and 
Jesse R. Brown of Edwardsville 
were running neck-and-neck. In 
returns from 201 out of 281 pre- 
cincts in St. Clair and Madison 
counties, and from all of Wash- 
ington, Bond and Monroe counties 
which comprise the Twenty-sec- 
ond Congressoinal District—John- 
gon received 12,775 votes to 12,440 
for Brown. The winner will meet 
Schaefer in the general elections. 

Levee Board Results. 

The bitterest local fight ‘was 
. among Democratic candidates for 
the five posts on the East Side 
Levee Board. In returns from the 
most populous precincts in East St.

ITH minute Teutonic efficiency Germany today took control of 


the affairs of the entire kingdom of Denmark after a swift, re- 
lentless two-hour military coup which left the nation stunned 


but resigned to German rule. 


By land, sea and air the Reich’s green-clad legions swept into the 
little kingdom, crushing slight opposition in Jutland and at an airport 


just outside Copenhagen. 


A sleepy-eyed German machine-\tinued to fly over Amalienborg

Barricades at Free Port. 


Barricades were set up at the 
free port where many Germans 
landed.

On East Side streets tired-look- 
ing German sentries stood on cor- 
ners near the railway station, re- 
routing traffic. One of the sol- 
diers, asked how many Germans 

entered Denmark, replied, 
vo hundred thousand,” but he 
smiled when he said it.

ITH the military situation in 

Northern Europe beginning to 

clarify. slightly as _ reports 
come in, it is evident that the 
Chamberlain Government of Great 
Britain, in adding one more to its 
series of blunders, has handed 
Germany tremendous and perhaps 
decisive advantages.

The fact of the blunder is clear 
enough.

Military men are 
going to spend the next 25 years 
marveling at how Germany could 
prepare an expedition involving six 
divisions of troops and move them 
across a long stretch of water with- 
out England knowing anything 
about it.

HE outlines of the German attack upon Norway now becomes « 
little clearer, It appears to have been divided into the following 


1. A combined naval, air and sanding force attack on Oslo, with 
engaging Tonsberg forts (defending Oslofjord) while

2. Separate expeditions against

capital. Each of these expeditions 
apparently included a detachment 
of troops, with artillery and planes, 
escorted in their transports by a 


naval force. Each of these seaports 
was occupied with little if any 
resistance, though all are nominal- 
ly garrison towns and are fortified 
to some extent. 

3. General support by the Ger- 

man air force, operating first from 
bases swiftly established in occu- 
pied Denmark, then from new 
bases seized and made ready in 
Southern Norway itself. The Ger- 
man airmen struck swiftly and 
ruthlessly at every center of Nor- 
wegian resistance. 
4. Operations in the Skagerrak 
by German naval and air forces, 
covering the communications of the 
expedition (except the Northern de- 
tachments) from attack by British 
warships and planes. 

5. A separate and most distant 
expedition against Narvik partici- 
pated in by naval forces and by 
men belonging to the complements 
of German merchant vessels in the 
port, who turned out to be marine 
infantry in disguise. Here resist- 
ance was offered by the ancient 
Norwegian coast defense ships 
Norge and Eidsvold, which opened 
fire on German destroyers and

pains, with a loss of life reported 
as reaching 500. 

In order to understand the mea- 
ger resistance put up by the Nor- 


wegians, it is necessary to give a 
more detailed account than time 
permitted yesterday of the nature 
and size of the Norwegian Army. 
Nominally the Norwegians can mo- 
bilize six divisions (actually about 
the equivalent of five divisions); 
but in time of peace they maintain 
as a@ permanent force only about 
2500 officers and men, mostly as- 
signed to training duties but in- 
cluding a few garrison artillery- 
men and other permanent person- 
nel. Every year a class of recruits 
is called up, numbering about 18,- 
000, for a training period of 84 
days. 

Thus, in order to mobilize, it is 
necessary to call to the colors the 
necessary number of reservists 
(each of whom has had only 8&4 
days’ training and perhaps a short 
refresher period or two, and may 
not have had that within the last 
five years).

ELISHA HANSON’S BUGABOO. 
In a recent speech before the Advertising: Club of 
New York, Elisha Hanson, general counsel of the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ Association, argued 
that the constitutional guarantee of a free press 
extends to advertising matter, as well as to news and 
editorial comment. From this view, the Post-Dispatch 
sharply dissents. 
There is a Wide distinction between the dissemina- 
tion of information and opinion, as presented fin @ 
newspaper's news and editorial columins, and the 
publication of paid advertisements. When Mr. Han- 
son attempts to classify advertising as information 
in the same sense that news is information, he draws 
a faulty and, in many cases, 4 completely false 
analogy. The point need hardly be labored. 

Mr. Hanson professes devotion to the principle 
of freedom of the press, yet an analysis of the 
speech indicates that his real interest lies in attack- 
ing legislation which was designed to ‘protect the 
public against false advertising. Specifically, Mr. 
Hanson attacks the Wheeler-Lea amendment to the 
Federal Trade Commission Act. This amendment, 
passed in May, 1938, makes it unlawful for anyone 
to disseminate false or misleading advertisements, 
and permits the Federal Trade Commission to obtain 
injunctions to prevent repetition of such advertise- 
ments. 
While conceding that the Government has the right 
to punish those guilty of unfair and deceptive acts 
in commerce, Mr. Hanson denies that “any Govern- 
ment agency can be vested with the power to re- 
strict the dissemination of information, whether in 
the nature of news, editorial comment or advertising, 
by resorting to the process of injunction. Yet that 
is exactly what the Federal Trade Commission under 
color of the Wheeler-Lea Act is doing today.” 
Of course, the injunction provision supplies the 
law with a very necessary set of teeth. But what 
is the history of the Wheeler-Lea Act? In the two 
years of its operation, many orders have been issued 
requiring offenders to stop using wrong advertising 
practices. In a large majority of the cases, these 
practices have been voluntarily abandoned and the 
cases settled by <tipulation. In administering the 
act, moreover, the Federal Trade Commission does 
not, as Mr. Hanson implies, dictate to advertisers 
what to say, but tells them what they cannot say 
under the law. In other words, the commission re- 
moves lies from advertising. 
The commission can act only after a false adver- 
tisement is printed, but is given the injunction pow- 
er to prevent repetition of the offense. Publishers 
cannot be enjoined unless they refuse to give identi- 
fication of advertisers. The injunction provision 
has been used in about nine cases in two years, but 
in no case has it been used against a publisher. 
What becomes then of the bugaboo which Mr. Han- 
son attempted to set up in viewing the Wheeler-Lea 
Act as a restriction upon freedom of the press? The 
bugaboo vanishes like the smile on Alice in Wonder- 
land’s Cheshire cat. 
What on earth has misleading advertising to do 
with freedom of the press, unless press freedom can 
be distorted—which heaven forbid!—to grant im- 
munity to publishers for actions which are properly 
punishable when committed by all other persons or 
corporations? If such distortion were countenanced, 
the whole principle of press freedom would be placed 
in jeopardy. 
This newspaper strongly favors the Wheeler-Lea 
Act, as it strongly favors the Copeland Act, pro- 
hibiting the advertising or sale of harmful drug; 
and cosmetics. These laws represent elementary 
safeguards, against such tragedies as tile case of an 
Ohio woman who was blinded by a so-called eyelash 
peautifier and the 93 deaths caused by a batch of 
improperly prepared elixir of sulfanilamide from a 
Tennessee drug firm.

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ALL QUIET ON THE CENSUS FRONT. 
A striking demonstration of the American people’s 
innate common sense is taking place this week in 
every city and every village over the land. The 
census is being taken and, despite the great blast of 
political hokum that had been released against some 
of the questions, it is being done in the same orderly 
manner as in previous years. Enumerators report 
they are encountering opposition or misunderstand- 
ing but rarely; in fact, many citizens extend such 
cordial hospitality as actually to delay the count.

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POLITICAL BAROMETERS IN TWO PRIMARIES. 
Candidates performed pretty much as had been 
predicted in the presidential preferential primaries 
in Illinois and Nebraska yesterday. President Roose- 
velt snowed under his 1932 and 1936 running mate, 
John N. Garner, by a ratio of 6 to 1. Long as these 
odds are, it would have been no surprise had the pro- 
portion run up 9 or 10 to 1, as, indeed, it was in many 
districts. If the President’s strength encourages the 
professional Democratic politicians to seek to dtaft 
him to head their ticket, the candidacy of Mr. Gar- 
ner at least can now be dismissed. 
Thomas E. Dewey had no opposition in Illinois, 
and so his vote in that State, to have any signifi- 
cance, must'be measured against that of Mr. Roose- 
velt, who appears to have received more than Dewey 
and Garner together. In Nebraska, Mr. Dewey out- 
ran Senator Vandenberg of Michigan, in what was de- 
scribed as a test of farmer sentiment. That handsome, 
polished political neophyte, the New York District 
Attorney, is the Republican choice at this stage of 
the campaign and on such information as is now 
available. ' 
The State races in Illinois turned out as expected. 
For the most part, the parties will. offer their strong- 
est candidates in November. Lieutenant-Governor 
Stelle, after his desperate attempt to take over the 
governorship in the manner of a Cuban coup d'etat, 
was overwhelmingly defeated for the Democratic nom- 
ination for Governor by Harry B. Hershey, who had 
the backing of Gov. Horner and the Chicago organi- 
gation. The Republicans chose the stronger man 
for the same office in Dwight H. Green, who helped 
put Al Capone behind the bars. Illinois will be fight- 
ing ground for State and national offices this fall. 
State Representative Calvin D. Johnson of Belle- 
ville is in a close race for the Republican nomination 
for the seat in Congress from the East Side district. 
His nomination would assure a spirited race for the 
post now held by Representative Edwin M. Schaefer, 
who might well have lost yesterday had he had op- 
position instead of a set of mountebanks against him. 
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A VICTORY FOR COLLECTIVE BARGAINING. 

The decision of Remington-Rand, Inc., to dissolve 
th- company unions at six of its plants is a belated 
capitulation of an important manufacturing corpora- 
tion to the application of the principle that workers 
have a right to bargain collectively, with representa- 
tives of their own choosing. 
After many other company-union concerns had 
fallen in step with the times on labor relations, Rem- 
ington-Rand continued to resist—remained a strong- 
hold of the idea that unionism under the domination 
of the employer could be a proper substitute for free 
trade unionism. Other disputes between the AFL 
unions and Remington-Rand remain unsettled, but 
this four-year controversy over union recognition has 
been cleared away. It should help toward the adjust- 
ment of other differences still pending. 
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SPEAKING OF DIESEL ENGINES— 
It would cost the Terminal more than member 
railroads could afford—that was one of the reasons 
which President Watson gave in justification for the 
trick by which the Terminal hoped to scuttle the 
smoke ordinance. 
How devastatingly Chairman Ford of the Smoke 
Elimination Committee answered Mr. Watson (re- 
elected Monday as president of the Terminal, inci- 
dentally). is now part of an eloquent record. Mr. 
Watson's estimate that the ordinance would cost the 
Terminal $800,000 a year, Mr. Ford put under the 
microscope and found it so much “window dressing 
for an argument to do nothing.” The Terminal 
could, Mr. Ford replied, buy Diesel engines with 
RFC money for $70,000 each and save $10,000 a year 
on fuel costs per locomotive. 
Confirmation of Mr. Ford has come quickly and 
from, of all sources, another St. Louis railroad—the 
Manufacturers’ Railway Co. which operates a freight 
hauling and switching line from East St. Louis, pri- 
marily for the benefit of South St. Louis industries. 
No stalling around, no trying to beat off the smoke 
ordinance by the Manufacturers’ line. It has pur- 
chased three Diesel locomotives, one of which has 
been delivered and is now moving cars at a cost of 
40 cents an hour for fuel oil instead of $1.48, the 
cost of fuel and water for engines which burn coal. 
And that is not all the saving involved. If the 
railroad should find it necessary to do so, it can op- 
erate its Diesel engines 24 hours a day. Coal en- 
gines, on the other hand, can be used no more than 
70 per cent of the time. 
In short, smokeless locomotives not only comply 
with the smoke ordinance, but save money for the 
railroads which use them.

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A tives of the Norwegian people assembled 
on May 17, 1814, to draw up the Constitu- 
tion, following the entry into the dynastic 
union with Sweden under the rule of Berna- 
dotte, who as King became Karl XIV Johan 
in the history of these countries. Now be- 
gan the 90-year period of preparing for full 
independence. 
Is there any other state in the world that 
has a similar stirring history of peaceful, 
determined, concentrated purpose toward 
the one end of freedom? There were no 
coups d’etat and no false moves backed by 
military threats, possibly because there were 
no independent vested interests—“vital inter- 
ests’”—that could stimulate such aggression. 
Observers have been puzzled by the fact 
that Norwegians, who are fearless and lib- 
erty-loving and often adventurous to the 
point of recklessness, could have acquiesced 
so long under Danish rule. Sweden charged 
tyranny when it broke away in 1523, but per- 
haps that very experience made the Danes 
more tolerant toward Norway. 
After 1814 came the era dominated by 
what historians call political romanticism. 
Norway, a state in the making, was trying 
its wings. 
The Scandinavian Peninsula was most as- 
suredly a site of ruthless civil strife in the 
past, with continual shifts of national boun- 
daries, but erosion seems to have worn away 


the scars since no battlefields remain.

The dawn of the political romanticism in 
the Norway of the nineteenth century grew 
out of the saga lore of the Viking period. 
All this had been treasured by the lowly liv- 
ing in remote valleys, and the actual writ- 
ten parchments recording sagas had been 
preserved mostly in Iceland, later to be 
transferred to the libraries of Stockholm 
and Copenhagen. 

During the 90 years of apprenticeship to 
full independence, much folklore came alive 
as matter for the arts, and the literary ren- 
aissance paralleled or even surpassed the 
surge of faith in statecraft. 

And so, to tell the history as the Norwe- 
gians would like to hear it told, you linger 
as long as you wish in the Viking era, and 
after skipping the 400 years, .you concen- 
trate’ on the state that sprang out of nine- 
teenth-century effort. 

Before the end of the nineteenth century, 
Norway was joining other enlightened na- 
tions in their attempts to find substitutes 
for war, an issue that was especially timely 
just after the Crimean conflict, and peace 
groups everywhere began to plead for a more 
decent world order. 

Equally important was the question of neu- 
tralization of the smaller nations. Following 
the example of Denmark, Sweden and Nor-

In 1914, the principle 
of neutrality as launched by the three Scan- 
dinavian states became a force majeure that 
eclipsed any potential massed strength of 
arms, and the three in 1918 were combined 
in urging a world federation based on law 
and justice. 

Despite the talk of conflict everywhere, 
the Norwegians have not attempted to com- 
pete in the great armaments race. Nor have 
they indicated that they are ready to take 
part in any military alliance. War inter- 
rupts all normal activities, but it is neverthe- 
less the transient phenomenon, even in Eu- 
rope. And for Norway, relatively a new 
state after its recaptured independence, the 
dogged, quiet tasks of constructive building 
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are the more important.

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Designer Tells Why German 
Pursuit Planes Were Beaten 


Says They Were Built to Bring Down Re- 
treating Bombers, But Are Vulnerable 
to Fire From Rear and Flank. 


ATLANTA, Ga., April 10 (AP).— 

Adolf Hitler's famous Messer- 
schmitt pursuit planes have come 
off second best in some encounters 
with American-built Curtis fight- 
ers, but one of their designers said 
today the fault lay with the pilots, 
not in the ships. 

Albert Gail, who fled from Nazi 
Germany in 1937 to seek American 
citizenship, asserted the fleet pur 
suit planes were designed to cut 
down retreating enemy bombers, 
ané their defeat in dog-fighting 
“doesn’t mean they ere flops.” 

Gail, assistant professor at the 
Guggenheim School of Aeronautics 
at Georgia Tech, added: 

“I think where dog-fighting has 
occurred, it has been undertaken 
by the pilots, and not as a part of 
a military plan.

for it. “I may lose battles but I do 
not lose minutes,” said Napoleon 
once. The Allies have lost not min- 
utes, but months. It will take that 
long for them to organize a Nor- 
wegian expeditionary force on a 
scale sufficient to have military 
influence, 

It will take still longer for such 
a force to gain a foothold in Nor- 
way. Whether it can be maintained 
there, whether it can achieve any- 
thing there is doubtful, The ex- 
peditionary force can expect to feel 
the full fury of the German air at- 
tacks, a matter of plain mili- 
tary mathematics, it is a thousand 
times easier for the Germans to 
deal with such a force aboard its 
transports, where a single bomb 
will send to the bottom a ship car- 
rying a thousand soldiers, than to 
deal with those troops after they 
have landed. 

Once on Norwegian soil such a 
force must be supplied and kept up 
along the same long lines, subject 
to attack, while the Germans who 
oppose them move easily up the 
protected route through the belts 
to Oslo, That is, the dice are load- 
ed against the Allies in a Norwe- 
gian campaign. 

Yet they have only Hobson's 
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choice. They must undertake such 
a campaign immediately or make 
peace on the best terms they can 
get. If they do not try it, they are 
fatally hampered in dealing with 
remaining neutrals. Germany can 
point. to Czecho-Slovakia, Poland, 
Finland, Denmark and Norway as 
evidence that Allied support is of 
no practical use, To maintain its 
position in Europe, England must 
not only fight for Norway, it must 
fight and win. 


New Bases for Bombers. 


Nor are the political consequences 
the most serious. England must 
fight for Norway and in Norway, 
or it will be fighting for the Brit- 
ish Isles and in England. The pos- 
session of Norwegian and Danish 
air bases places German planes 
within striking distance of al] Scot- 
land, about two-thirds of the En- 
glish ship-building yards and all 
the fleet bases but Milford Haven 
in Wales. One successful bombing 
raid could wreck a shipyard. The 
chances of success now favor the 
bombers, for the distance from 
Norway to Scotland is so little that 
pursuit planes can accompany and 
protect them, The blitzkrieg on 
England from the air can be expect- 
ed to start any day now, and En- 
gland’s only reply to it will be 
Planting bombs in Norway. 

This is not all. Submarines by 


the dozen can be based on the Nor- 
wegian fjords. From them the 
U-boats can be all over the North 
Atlantic in a couple of months. 
And even this is not all. Under the 
protection of positions along the 
coast, Germany can shift any num- 
ber of fast cruisers out into open 
sea. In a night’s run they would 
be beyond sight, not to turn up 
again till they were off the coast 
of Africa or in the Indian Ocean. 
The Allies really have their backs 
to the wall this time.

which it imported 150,000 head in 
1939. 

This enormous export surplus of 
butter and eggs presumably will 
diminish later when Danish pro- 
ducers of butter and eggs begin to 
feel the lack of protein content 
and feed cake, All of this comes 
from outside Europe, much of it 
from the United States, and the 
British are in a position to stop 
it completely. The effect of this 
stoppage will depend on Danish 
stocks but these are low and pro- 
duction is expected to slump sud- 
denly within a few months. 

Danish production of pigs and 
fat cattle, on the other hand, de- 
pends largely on the supply of 
grain, and Denmark has had two 
fine harvests in 1938 and 1939. If 
they now shift from butter produc- 
tion to the production of pigs and 
cattle, the Danes may be able to 
supply the Germans with a greatly 
increased quantity of meat. In oth- 
er words, the Germans may begin 
to eat real pork sausages again. 


Allies Get More Ships. 


The Allies have the drop on the 
Germans as far as shipping is con- 
cerned and, presumably, they will 
be able to employ vast fleets of 
Scandinavian hulls irrespective of 
what the Germans do up there. On 
July 1, 10939, according to Lloyd's 
Register, Norway had 1990 ships 
of 4,835,000 tons; Sweden, 1238 ships 
of 1,582,000 tons; Denmark, 709 ships 
of 1,176,000 tons; Finland, 432 ships 
of 626,000 tons. Most of these ships 
are tramps and are outside Scandi- 
navian waters. Most of them cer- 
tainly will be employed by the Al- 
lies for the duration. 

The question of Denmark’s extra- 
continental possessions has become 
a matter of extreme moment. The 
Faro Islands, Iceland and Green- 
land have become a sort of no- 
man’s-land. Greenland and the Fa- 
ros are Danish possessions which, 
since Denmark is now a protecto- 
rate of Germany, may have to be 
temporarily occupied by the Allies. 
Official sources said this morning 
that “the British Government has 
no intention of allowing them to 
fall into German hands.” Iceland 
is independent and simply shares a 
King of Denmark, Thus, it is in an 
entirely different category and sim- 
ply may receive the protection of 
the Allies for the duration. 

In any case, it is evident that the 
Scandinavian countries themselves 
“got the works” in the course of one 
short day, If the Allies win, they 
may manage to recoup; if the Ger- 
mans win, they will simply remain 
German protectorates, All they can 
do now is pray.

Estimate of Nazi Troops. 

As to the number of German 
troops already conveyed to Nor- 
way, this is not likely to be large. 
For example, three troop ships are 
stated to have arrived at Trond- 
heim. Assume these to be of an 
average of 6000 gross tons; and as- 
sume, for a short haul and not in- 
cluding any transport, a possible 
capacity of one man for three gross 
tons. Thus the force at Trondheim 
would be perhaps 6000 men. If it 
is the same at the other three 
ports separately occupied, we may 
say a total of 24,000. Allow a di- 
vision at Oslo — say 14,000 men 
(without transport), and 3000 all 
told at Narvik (probably an over- 
estimate). This would give 41,000; 
to which we may add 5000 for the 
air force, or 46,000 grand total. 
This is probably not far off for the 
first contingent. A second con- 
tingent is probably now ready in 
Denmark, but may not cross until 
command of the Skagerrak can 
be decided. 

This matter—the control of the 
intervening water—is the crucial 
point of all overseas expeditions. 
The Germans, who love to reduce 
war to a mathematical calculation, 
must have been reasonably certain

UNDER MUNGER LAW 


Missouri Supreme Court Rules 
in Test Case on Delinquent 
Tax Collections. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, April 10.— 
The Supreme Court of Missouri, de- 
ciding a test case today, held that 
the Jones-Munger law for collec- 
tion of delinquent real estate taxes 
still applies to the fourth-Class 
cities of St. Louis County, although 
this law was repealed last year as 
far as St. Louis County proper and 
the City of St. Louis are concerned. 
Clayton figured in the test Case. 
The other fourth-class cities af- 


fected are: University City, Ladue, 
Ferguson, Brentwood, Glendale, 
Valley Park, Shrewsbury, Fioris- 
sant, Overland, Berkeley and Arbor 
Terrace. 

Whether the Jones-Munger law 
would apply to the four third-class 
cities of the County—Webster 
Groves, Kirkwood, Richmond 
Heights and Maplewood—and the 
numerous villages was not settled 
by this case. 

The Supreme Court held that the 
controversial Jones-Munger law, 
enacted for State-wide application 
several years ago, included the 
fourth-class cities of St. Louis 
County, but that there was no in- 
dication of legislative intent to re- 
lieve them of its effect in the re- 
pealer last year which exempted 
the County itself and St. Louis. 
By its decision, the Supreme 
Court made absolute a provisional 
rule of prohibition restraining Cir- 
cuit Judge Julius R. Nolte of Clay- 
ton from entertaining a suit by 
John D. Massey, City Collector of 
Clayton, to collect taxes for 1936- 
88 from Lolah F. Steed, under 
terms of last year’s repealer. The 
essential difference between the 
two methods is that under the 
Jones-Munger law delinquent tax 
bills must be offered for sale with- 
in 10 months, while under the suit

FEDERAL RESERVE 
SUGGESTS SLUMP 
MAY BE NEAR END 


Monthly Report Says Con- 
sumption Is ‘At Least as 
Large’ as Factory Out- 
put. 


WASHINGTON, April 10 (AP).— 
The Federal Reserve Board, esti- 
mating that consumption of Ameri- 
can factory products is “at least 
as large” as production, hinted yes- 


terday that business is ready to 
end its recent decline. 

The board, ingits monthly bulletin, 
disputed the notion held in some 
Government quarters that business 
cannot pick up until present large 
inventories in the hands of manu- 
facturers or wholesalers are sold. 

The board noted that its season- 
ally-adjusted index of industrial 
production dropped f~sm 128 last 
December to 105 in March. The 
March figure was 7 points higher 
than in the same month last year 
and was 2 to 4 points higher than 
last July and August, when last 
fall’s pickup was getting under way. 

The industrial slow-down so far 
this year has been explained gen- 
erally as the result of production 
outrunning consumption in the fac- 
tory pace stimulated by the war 
last fall. Business slowed down to 
use up part of the excess goods 
produced. 

As an explanation of the indus- 
trial decline to date, the board ac- 
cepted this theory, saying, “any ap. 
praisal of the present position must 
take into account’ the possibility 
that for a time production may be 
below consumption with some liqui- 
dation of the inventories accumu- 
lated earlier, when output was 
clearly in excess of consumption.” 

Concerning the view that existing 
inventories might postpone recow 
ery indefinitely, the board con- 
tinued, “at the same time due con- 
sideration should be given to the 
fact that inventory accumulation, 


4 | while rapid from September to the 


early part of this year, extended 
over only a short period; that in 
lines where activity is being sus- 
tained at high levels the volume of 
inventories required, including 
goods in process, is larger than last 
summer; and that during a period 
like the present it may appear ad- 
vantageous, in the case of some 
commodities, to keep more inven- 
tories than usual.” 

The board indicated that price 
changes in the last year had exag- 
gerated the apparent increase in in- 
ventories. It pointed out, for in. 
stance, that a Commerce Depart- 
ment survey, showing that inven- 
tories at the end of January were 
7% per cent larger than a year ear- 
lier, made no allowance for the fact 
that prices were higher. 

The board said business trends 


thad been divergent in many fields, 


and that some of the industries, 
such as steel, which influence the 
board’s index most had been hit 
hardest, while other industries such 
as airplane and shipbuilding, which 
have held or enhanced their gains,

SI. CHARLES 10 VOTE 
UN GITY LIGHT PLANT 


Council Calls for $600,000 
Bond Election May 4 for 
That Purpose. 


The new St. Charles City Coun- 
cil, taking action on the issue of a 
municipal electric plant 24 hours 
after it was seated, passed an ordi- 
nance last night calling for a spe- 
cial election May 4 on a $600,000 
bond issue for the construction by 
the city of a generating plant and 
for the construction or purchase of 
a distribution system. The Union 
Electric Co. of Missouri owns the 
present distribution system. 

The vote for the bond issue elec- 
tion was unanimous, Harry L. 
Chrisman, only remaining member 
of the council who had consistent- 
ly opposed municipal ownership, 
voting with the seven other mem- 
bers. The number of members fa- 
voring municipal ownership was 
increased from five to seven bv 
the election April 2 of four unop- 
posed candidates, including two new 
members favoring a city plant. 
Municipal ownership has been a 
bitter political issue in St. Charles 
for a long time. Since Union Elec- 
tric’s franchise expired in 1933, two 
bond issue proposals have been de- 
feated at the polls. Each proposal 
received a substantial majority, but 
not the required two-thirds. Union 
Electric has been operating in St. 
Charles on a month-to-month basis. 

Last month Cirquit Judge Edgar 
B. Woolfolk overruled the com- 
pany’s plea to abate the suit of 
Prosecuting Attorney David A. 
Dyer for forfeiture of Union Elec- 
tric’s charter under the Missouri 
Corrupt Practices Act forbidding 
participation by corporations in 
elections. The suit, filed following 
disclosure by the Post-Dispatch of 
the company’s political activities, al- 
leges the company used money to 
influence municipal elections in 
which public ownership of electrical 
utilities was an issue. 

Several months ago Union Elec- 
tric rejected a proposal to supply 
electricity at wholesale to the City 
of St. Charles for distribution 


through a municipally-owned sys- 


‘tem. Representatives of the com- 


pany said that it would have to in- 
crease rates to about 660 customers 
outside the city limits if it lost its 
patrons in the city.

ELECTRIC POWER OUTPUT 
DECLINES FOR FIFTH WEEK 


NEW YORK, April 10 (AP).—Electric 
power output declined for the fifth time 
in a row in the week ended April 6, the 
Edison Electr.c Institute reported today. 

Latest output of 2,381,456,000 kilowatt 
hours represented a decline of 1.7 per cent 
from 2,422,287,000 in the preceding week, 
but was 9.6 per cent ahead of 2,173,510,- 
000 in the comparavle 1939 week. 

The decline counter to seasonal expec- 
tations, carried the Associated Press power 
index to a new low for the year at 121.8, 
which compared with 123.9 a week earlier 
and 112.5 a year ago. The index, based 
on 1929-30 as 100, is adjusted for sea- 
sonal and long-term trend.

Few children live beyond the age 
of five without having some irregu- 


larity of the heart. 


The form of irregularity found in 
young people is respiratory irregu- 
larity, in which there is a rhythmic 
slowing ard acceleration of the 
with inspiration 
and expiration. It may be brought 
out with forced breathing, especial- 


pulse occurring 


ly when lying down. 

It can be noticed up to the age 
of 16 or a little past. It is practi- 
cally never found in those over 20. 


A valuable sign is that it disap- 
pears when infection is present. If 
this respiratory irregularity comes 


on after an attack of rheumatic 


fever, it is an indication that all 
effects of infection have subsided 


and it is safe to allow the patient 
to sit up. Thus an irregular .pulse 
may be a good thing. 

Few people, again, live from the 
age of 40 to 60 without having a 
form of irregularity of the heart 
which they can feel. It comes in 
the form of a dropped beat. They 
say, “My heart feels as if it had 
turned over,” or “My heart stops 
and seems to stand still for a short 
time.” It is noticeable that this 
bothers most when the patient is 
quiet, especially after he has re- 
tired for the evening before going 
to sleep. 

Although this condition frightens 
the owner, it is usually of no sig- 
nificance or seriousness, It is prob- 
ably due to an irritable heart and 
may be brought on by stimulants, 
such as tobacco or alcohol. 

Probably the best treatment is 
some exercise to tire the heart a 
little. I know people who are pre- 
vented from going to sleep by this 
condition, and they always walk 
vigorously around the block once or 
twice when they are so bothered 
in order to insure getting to sleep.

Charles Boyer, Short, Dark and 41, 

Keeps to Himself and Seldom Smiles 

but He's Screen's Greatest Lover.

HOLLYWOOD, April 10. 


EMININE fandom sighs soul- 
F tuny and calls him the “great- 

est lover” the screen has known 
since the days of Valentino. Ex- 
hibitors say his name over a ro- 
mantic movie enhances the gross 
receipts 15 per cent or more. Cast- 
ing directors nominate him for the 
most desired leading man in Holly- 
wood today and the one most bit- 
terly fought for by all the screen’s 
lovely leading ladies. 

Bette Davis, in whose latest pic- 
ture, “All This and Heaven, Too,” 
he is now pointing toward new ro- 
mantic heights, declares, “Of all 
the fine actors I have appeared 
with on the screen, he is the great- 
est.” 

Who is this heart-palpitator su- 
preme who makes such handsome 
stalwarts as Gable, Flynn, Taylor 
and Power take second billing in 
the celluloid love-making sweep- 
stakes? 

None other than a short, dark, 
41-year-old Frenchman with smol- 
dering, beady black eyes, who an- 


swers to the name of Charles Jaif*, 


er. 
Yes, in his particular niche— 
that of making ardent screen love 
—Boyer is now in a class by him- 
self. He has been transformed 
from a mediocre and not always 
understandable leading man into a 
star who has set a million feminine 
hearts afire. 

Today Boyer gets $100,000 a pic- 
ture and commands a handsome 
additional stipend each week from 
his radio broadcasts—nevertheless 
he appears to be one of the unhap- 
piest individuals in Hollywood. He 
and his wife keep much to them- 
selves and almost never are seen 
in the cafes and other night haunts 
visited by the average movie crowd. 

On a film set Boyer is the pic- 
ture of dejection. He makes few 
friends, seldom smiles, and _ the 
commissary lunchers never see him. 
His noon snacks are carried to his 
dressing room. , 

But Boyer has good reason to 
be suspicious of Hollywood and its 
people. It wasn’t so many years 
back that he was being rudely 
kicked around by the studios. He 
hasn’t forgotten and possibly he 
hasn’t forgiven. Seldom in a mood 
for conversation, he opened up 4 
bit on the set of his new picture the 
other day and recalled some of the 
bitterness that came to him in those 
early days here. 

“T was undoubtedly the most 
miserable actor in town,” he said. 
“T hated Hoilywood with all the 


hate I could muster. I was terribly 
lonely, and homesick, and was be- 
ing cast in a series of misfit pic- 
tures about which I could do noth- 
ing. I could see there was no fu- 
ture for me in America at all. A 
man hates to admit it of himself, 
but there was no doubt about it in 
my mind. I was a failure. And it 
rankled.” 

That was in 1930, shortly after 
the moody Frenchman was first 
brought to Hollywood by Metro-

not feel himself suited. 

As quickly as he could manage 
it, he obtained his release and re- 
turned to France—finished, so he 
thought, with films for all time.

They were errors in judgment on 
my part as well as the part of 
others.” 

Boyer’s stock went soaring after 
“Private Worlds” and he imme- 
diately was cast in one hit after 
another, among them being “Tova- 
rich,” “Conquest,” “Algiers,” “Love 
Affair” and “When Tomorrow 
Comes.” But it was the tenderly 
sentimental “Love Affair’ of 1939 
and the brooding Frenchman’s gen- 
tle, but masterly love-making to 
Irene Dunne that won the adora- 
tion of women throughout the 
country. After that picture all 
glamor stars in Hollywood wanted 
Boyer, and none other, to appear 
opposite them. 


But after “When Tomorrow 
Comes,” Boyer returned to France, 
the war broke out and he joined 
the French army. Feminine fan- 
dom shuddered. They were much 
relieved two months later when he 
was mustered out of service. He 
returned to Hollywood and to the 
current job opposite Bette Davis 
in “All This and Heaven, Too.” 

As for Boyer’s army experience 
and his likelihood of being recalled 
for duty in the Maginot line, that 
should have a bit of explaining, 
Boyer says, for many erroneous 
impressions have been scattered. In 
his youth, when most Frenab lads 
were in compulsory training as sol- 
diers, Boyer was exempted from 
service because of a chronic stom- 
ach ailment that kept him in del- 
icate health.

Proper Care 


of the Feet

HE longer we live the more we 
are convinced that physical 
beauty depends entirely upon 
good health. Without good health 


we cannot have exquisitely textured 
skin, gray eyes, lustrous hair and 
an agile body. 

Feet (the part of your body you 
neglect most of all) are often re- 
ferred to as the foundations of 
health. Once they develop. the 
symptoms of age and abnormal 
health, your entire body responds 
morbidly. Dr. Howard Inches 
writes in one of his recent books, 
“No matter how ill a man may be 
if his feet are still full of life 
and are healthy, he will be able 
to bring himself around to a bet- 
ter state of health. It should be- 
hoove every person to regard his 
feet as important sections of his 
anatomical structure, and to re- 
member not to neglect them!” 

This same authority continues his 
advice by telling us feet should be 
given well-fitting, but not snug-fit- 
ting shoes. We retard the blood 
supply to the feet if we wear too 
tight stockings and shoes. 

Every night or morning during 
your bath you should give the feet 


a thorough massage or brushing 


with a bath brush and rinse them 
with cool water. Dry well between 
the toes, 

When you return home at the 
end of the day take off your shoes 
and stockings and run around 
barefoot before you bathe. Mas- 


sage the toes well with a soothing 


cream, and pull each out so you 
tiny joints 


Dr. Inches suggests that you 
have a local carpenter make a toe- 
bar for your home .This consists 
of a two-foot long smooth bar 
‘about seven-eights of an inch in 
dianteter which is raised from the

floor exactly four inches—well an- 
chored., 

Here are four exercises to use 
on the toe-bar: 

First Exercise: Place the toes 


of the feet firmly around the bar, 
balancing the weight of the body 
on some support, such as the back 
of a chair. Then lower the boay 
and raise it in _ this position at 
least six times. This motion 
stretch the several joints gnd 
massages the foot surfaces, touch- 
ing the bar, 

Second Exercise: With the toes 
still around the bar, stand erect 
and touch the floor with the heels 
several times. 

Third Exercise: Place the heels 
on the bar and touch the floor 
several times with the toes. 

Fourth Exercise: Massage the 
arch of one foot, then the other, 
for several minutes by rubbing 
the arch over the bar. Do this in 
a semi-circular motion, rubbing 
only the arch. 

Note: If the foot develops a 
soreness, rest a few days, then be- 
gin exercises all over. This sched- 
ule may be followed both morn- 
ing and night.

Before his first misadventure in 
Hollywood, Boyer, brought up by 
a manufacturing family far re- 
moved from the theater, became 
the rage of the Parisian stage. Play 
after play, success after success 
came to him, The French press, 
generally more conservative than 
the American critics when perform- 
ers are discussed, went into impas- 
sioned panegyrics over his acting.

He led a small 
club to the ace and returned to his 
hand by leading a small heart to 
the queen. West permitted this to 
hold. Notice that this is essential- 
ly the same play as East’s hold-up 
with the king of diamonds. Con- 
vinced that his opponents were 
philanthropists South cashed the 
king of clubs and took a second 
diamond finesse. 

He had aerude awakening when 
East won with the king of dia- 
monds and returned a club. The 
defense hastily gathered the queen 
and 10 of clubs, and the ace of 
hearts in addition to the king of 
diamonds. 

South should not have relied too 
much on the apparent success of 
his diamond finesse. He should 
have continued with the suit, for- 
getting entirely about the club 
king. The club king was not nec- 
essary for his contract and it was 
not safe to cash it until both the 
king of diamonds and the ace of 
hearts had been forced out.

Sets Rumors at Rest. 


In making public the latest plan, 
Stephen Early, White House secre- 
tary, announced that it was the 
final proposal of the President. 
This announcement was made, he 
said, to set at rest rumors through- 
out the departments that other 
changes were contemplated. 

Under the law, the plan will 
become effective within 60 days 
unless both Houses by majority 
votes disapprove it.

Most Important Changes. 


The plan proposed relates to in- 
terdepartmental changes. The most 
important are as follows:

| bridges to make German advances 
difficult and cut off German forces 
already in possession of Norwegian 
territory. 

Norway, ordering its troops to co- 
operate with the British-French 
Allies, was hastily fortifying every 
defense point and arming workers, 
members of rifle clubs, and military 
school pupils to help defend the 
nation. 


Reports on Fighting. 

The Norwegian Government said 
German troops, trying to advance 
toward Elverum, the temporary 
seat of Government, had been re- 
pelled at Eidsvold, about halfway 
up the railway line from Oslo. 

The captured capitals’ outer fort- 
resses still are in Norwegian hands, 
the Government reported, an as- 
sertion borne out by reports of con- 
tinued firing against German 
forces in Olso fjord. 

Between Elverum and Hamar an- 
other contingent of German troops, 
commanded by the former aviation 
attache of the German legation in 
Oslo, was turned back by hastily 
armed civilians who manned ma- 
chine guns at barricades thrown 
up on the highway. Norwegians 
said the Nazis apparently intended 
to capture members of Parliament 
and the Government by surprise. 

Fully Supporting Allies. 

The President of the Norwegian 
Parliament, Carl J. Hambro, an- 
nounced that Norway’s Northern 
forces were co-operating fully with 
British forces against the German
